It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  Third  Biennial  Report  of  the  Legislative 
Information  System  (LIS).  The  System  was  created  as  a  permanent  service 
agency  of  the  General  Assembly  in  September  1977,  and  has  carried  on  the 
tradition  of  providing  data  processing  and  technical  services  to  the  Illinois 
General  Assembly  that  was  established  by  its  predecessor  agency,  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Legislative  Information  Systems. 

LIS  has  adopted  the  following  mission  statement: 

1.  Provide  the  necessary  support  to  automate  the  operations  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly; 

2.  Collect,  organize  and  provide  the  necessary  information  in  a  timely 
fashion  to  assist  the  Legislative  Branch  in  making  informed  decisions; 

3.  Provide  a  vehicle  to  oversee  the  Executive  Branch’s  implementation 
of  those  decisions;  and 

4.  Provide  information  to  be  used  by  the  public  to  be  informed  of  the 
operations  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  System  has  established  objectives  designed  to  carry  out  its  mission 
and  a  series  of  activities  designed  to  achieve  those  objectives.  This  report 
presents  these  objectives  and  activities  in  the  form  of  a  Multi-Year  Plan.  This 
plan  presents  a  set  of  objectives  for  the  agency  over  the  next  three  years. 

We  are  proud  that  the  System  and  the  services  it  provides  the  Illinois 
General  Assembly  has  been  recognized  nationwide  as  being  the  top  in  its  field. 
We  have  had  the  honor  of  hosting  delegations  from  other  State  Legislatures 
and  making  presentations  to  others  on  our  Information  System.  We  have  also 
cooperated  with  the  National  Conference  of  State  Legislatures  (NCSL)  in  pro¬ 
viding  expertise  and  guidance  on  NCSL  special  projects. 

This  Report  presents  a  summary  of  LIS,  the  services  it  provides  and  the 
objectives  it  is  striving  to  achieve.  This  Biennial  Report  is  submitted  to  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Chapter  63,  paragraph  42.15-7  of  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes  (1981).

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BACKGROUND 
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The  Legislative  Information  System  is  a  legislative  service  agency  created 
by  the  Illinois  General  Assembly  with  the  primary  reponsibility  for  providing 
computerized  services  and  technical  services  to  the  General  Assembly,  its 
committees,  commissions  and  agencies. 

The  creation  of  the  System  can  be  traced  directly  to  the  recommendations 
made  in  1967  by  the  Illinois  Commission  on  the  Organization  of  the  General 
Assembly.  That  Commission  identified  several  areas  where  data  processing 
could  be  applied  to  improve  the  accuracy  and  availability  of  information  to 
the  General  Assembly. 

In  1969,  the  Joint  Committee  on  Legislative  Information  Systems  was 
established  by  Joint  Resolution  to  provide  coordination  and  systematic  appli¬ 
cation  of  data  processing  to  the  General  Assembly’s  needs.  In  1969,  a  batch 
processing  Bill  Status  System  was  first  attempted  and  a  Statute  Retrieval 
System  implemented  and  effectively  used.  These  applications  were  supported 
by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Finance  in  conjunction  with  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Legislative  Information  Systems.  This  relationship  between  the  two  agen¬ 
cies  continued  until  1975. 

During  the  first  two  years  of  its  existence,  the  Joint  Committee  on  Legis¬ 
lative  Information  Systems  provided  technical  assistance  for  the  statutory 
search  system,  implemented  an  experimental  batch  bill  status  system,  con¬ 
ducted  a  study  on  computer  assisted  bill  drafting  and  formulated  a  Five  Year 
Plan  that  has  been  considered  a  national  trend  setter.  In  1971,  the  real  time 
Bill  Drafting  System  was  installed  and  operated  successfully  over  the  entire 
year. 

The  next  several  years  showed  a  steady  growth  in  the  capabilities  of  the 
Legislative  Information  System.  Enhancements  were  made  to  the  Bill  Status 
and  Bill  Drafting  Systems  that  brought  them  to  a  form  much  like  the  present. 
The  Bill  Status  System  became  fully  operational  providing  both  terminal 
access  and  hard  copy  reports.  The  development  of  the  Legislative  Information 
System  as  a  teleprocessing  system  was  achieved  during  this  period  and  a  test 
volume  of  the  Bill  Synopsis  and  Digest  was  produced. 

In  1975,  the  General  Assembly  authorized  the  creation  of  its  own  data 
processing  staff  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Joint  Committee.  The  dependence 
of  the  General  Assembly  on  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  actual  com¬ 
puter  support  continued  but  the  development  of  the  applications  and  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  equipment  and  support  required  by  the  General  Assembly,  its 
committees  and  commissions  was  provided  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Legis¬ 
lative  Information  Systems. 
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In  1977,  a  major  step  was  undertaken  by  the  General  Assembly  to  provide 
the  data  processing  support  required  to  improve  the  operations  of  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Branch  with  the  creation  of  the  Legislative  Information  System  as  a 
permanent  service  agency  of  the  Illinois  General  Assembly.  During  the  period 
from  its  creation  to  the  present,  the  System  has  maintained  itself  as  a  viable 
and  worthwhile  service  agency  to  the  Illinois  General  Assembly. 

In  1978,  the  Legislative  Information  System  completed  construction  of  the 
Legislative  Computer  Facility  and  installed  an  IBM  370/148  computer  for  the 
support  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  successful  transfer  of  service  from  the 
Executive  Computer  Facility  to  the  Legislative  Computer  Facility  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  January  1979. 

In  December  1979,  the  IBM  370/148  computer  was  replaced  by  an  IBM 
3031  computer  which  is  designed  to  provide  the  computer  power  necessary 
for  the  support  of  the  varied  applications  required  by  the  General  Assembly, 
its  committees,  commissions  and  agencies. 

In  1980,  LIS  expanded  use  of  the  text  processing  system  to  include  a  pilot 
project  for  transcription  of  House  Debates  and  acquired  the  software  neces¬ 
sary  to  provide  in-house  updating  of  the  Statute  data  base.  The  Photocomposi¬ 
tion  applications  expanded  to  provide  camera-ready  copy  of  House  Bills  and 
for  the  Final  House  and  Senate  Journals.  LIS  also  was  statutorily  given  the 
responsibility  to  maintain  the  Administrative  Rules  Data  Base. 

In  1981,  LIS  expanded  its  physical  space  to  provide  for  additional  equip¬ 
ment  in  the  Photocomposition  area  and  added  camera-ready  copy  for  the 
Session  Laws  and  Senate  Bills  to  its  Photocomposition  applications.  New  appli¬ 
cations  created  for  our  users  included;  Federal  Grant  Tracking,  Mailing  Labels 
and  enhancements  to  the  Bill  Status  System.  This  year  also  marked  the  first 
year  of  a  four  year  codification  project  of  the  State’s  Administrative  Code. 

The  transcription  of  House  Debates  was  fully  intergrated  into  the  Text 
Processing  System  and  the  Roll  Call  system  for  both  chambers  was  automated 
to  interface  with  the  Text  Processing  System.  LIS  also  implemented  an 
“Information  Center”  concept  by  creating  a  Staff  Services  Section  designed 
to  interface  with  our  users  and  handle  all  questions  and  requests. 

In  1982,  an  evaluation  of  the  computer  needs  for  the  next  several  years 
was  completed  as  well  as  a  study  of  our  report  production  process.  This  study 
resulted  in  increased  use  of  the  Legislative  Council  Printing  unit  to  produce 
large  multi-copy  reports. 

The  Financial  Management  System  was  added  to  the  LIS  system  after 
the  data  base  was  converted  from  an  outside  consultant’s  data  base.  This  data 
base  provides  expenditures  by  line  item,  by  fund,  by  division,  by  agency  for 
each  month  from  fiscal  year  1976  to  the  present  and  is  available  on-line  and 
in  report  form. 
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LIS  also  installed  a  new  tape  drive  configuration  that  provides  redundan¬ 
cy.  During  1982  LIS  also  developed  the  capacity  to  support  new  teleprocessing 
protocols  which  allow  more  types  of  equipment  to  access  the  system.  LIS  also 
installed  a  computerized  access  system  for  the  computer  facility  designed  to 
provide  the  security  necessary  for  such  a  facility. 
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DUTIES  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES 


Public  Act  80-683  approved  September  16,  1977,  as  amended  created  the 
Legislative  Information  System  and  established  the  following  duties  and 
responsibilities. 

1.  Establish  offices  in  the  State  complex  and  provide  such  services  as 
are  required  by  the  General  Assembly. 

2.  Review  and  coordinate  the  use  of  electronic  data  processing,  microfilm 
or  audio-visual  techniques,  or  any  combination  thereof,  for  legislative 
purposes. 

3.  Study  and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  application  of  elec¬ 
tronic  data  processing  techniques  to: 

a.  the  drafting  and  printing  of  legislative  documents; 

b.  the  performance  of  the  enrolling  and  engrossing  functions; 

c.  compilation  and  publication  of  the  session  laws; 

d.  preparation  and  publication  of  an  official  revision  of  the  statutes; 

e.  preparation  and  publication  of  legislative  journals  and  calendars; 

f.  preparation,  retrieval  and  publication  of  legislative  summaries, 
digests,  synopses  and  status  reports; 

g.  the  recording  and  reporting  of  the  proceedings  of  legislative 
committees,  boards,  commissions  and  other  bodies;  and 

h.  the  accumulation  and  analyses  of  fiscal,  economic,  population, 
social  and  related  data  for  legislative  research  purposes. 

4.  To  the  extent  of  appropriations  made  for  that  purpose,  implement 
the  recommendations  made  above  in  Item  3. 

5.  Maintain  the  complete  text  of  the  Administrative  Rules  on  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Computer. 

6.  The  Legislative  Information  System  is  additionally  mandated  to  pro¬ 
vide  technical  services,  computer  time,  programming  and  system 
input-output  devices  for  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau,  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Council,  Clerk  of  the  House  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 
Services  are  also  provided  to  the  General  Assembly  and  its  commit¬ 
tees,  bureaus  and  commissions  within  the  resources  available  to  the 
Legislative  Information  System. 
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LIS  SERVICES 


LIS  provides  support  to  all  of  the  Illinois  General  Assembly.  In  an  attempt 
to  summarize  the  services  provided  we  can  categorize  our  services  in  three 
general  areas;  Information  Services,  Text  Processing  and  Photocomposition. 

INFORMATION  SERVICES 

Information  Services  consists  of  programs  and  services  designed  to  add, 
maintain  and  retrieve  information  from  our  data  bases.  LIS  provides  the 
following  programs  for  its  users. 

Bill  Status  Inquiry  Programs:  The  Bill  Status  System  was  developed 
by  LIS  to  maintain  the  legislative  history  of  each  individual  piece  of  legislation 
from  the  time  it  is  introduced  until  the  time  it  receives  its  final  action.  From 
this  data  base  a  series  of  inquiries  has  been  developed  that  provides  various 
information  and  research  capabilities.  Information  available  includes  the 
following: 

1)  Condensed  Bill  Status  Inquiry 

2)  Complete  Bill  Status  History  Inquiry 

3)  Topic  Inquiries 

4)  Sponsor  Inquiries 

5)  Committee  Inquiries 

6)  User  File  Inquiry 

7)  Bills  Last  Acted  on  for  a  Certain  Date  Inquiry 

8)  Committee  Hearings  and  Commission  Hearings  Inquiries 

9)  Statutes  Inquiry 

10)  Summary  of  Public  Act  Inquiry 

11)  Complete  History  of  Public  Act  Inquiry 

Bill  Status  Maintenance  Programs:  In  order  to  have  the  information 
in  the  data  base  for  users  to  retrieve  LIS  has  developed  a  series  of  programs 
for  use  by  maintenance  operators  to  update  and  add  to  the  data  base.  These 
programs  include: 

1)  Calendar  Maintenance 

2)  Committee  Maintenance 

3)  Sponsor  Maintenance 

4)  Chapter  Reference  Maintenance 

5)  Floor  Action  Maintenance 

6)  Topic  Maintenance 

7)  User  File  Maintenance 

8)  Legislation  Synopsis  Maintenance 
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Accounting  Program:  This  program  was  developed  by  the  LIS  staff  and 
became  the  model  for  many  of  the  state  agency’s  accounting  systems.  The 
system  mirrors  the  Comptroller’s  system  and  provides  Legislative  agencies 
automated  accounting  capabilities  and  the  flexibility  to  maintain  internal 
accounting  controls  while  providing  the  reports  required  to  reconcile  with  the 
Comptroller’s  system. 

t; 

Property  Control  Program:  The  LIS  staff  modified  this  program  which 
was  obtained  from  another  State  agency  to  tailor  it  to  the  needs  of  the  Legis¬ 
lative  agencies.  Property  can  be  assigned  to  a  building,  office,  area  or  person. 
Updating  and  modification  is  accomplished  on-line  and  a  journal  is  produced 
listing  each  change  in  chronological  order. 

Mailing  Label  Program:  This  program  was  developed  by  the  LIS  staff 
to  provide  a  system  of  maintaining  mailing  lists  and  updating  the  lists  on-line. 
The  program  sorts  the  labels  by  zip  code  and  allows  the  user  to  maintain 
multiple  categories  of  labels.  When  needed  the  labels  are  produced  on  a  high 
speed  printer. 

Appointment  Retrieval  Program:  The  LIS  staff  developed,  and  main¬ 
tains  for  the  Legislative  Council,  an  Appointment  Retrieval  program  that 
maintains  the  appointments  of  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Leaders  and  pro¬ 
vides  various  reports  for  use  by  the  appointing  authorities  and  the  Legislature. 

Federal  Grant  Tracking  Program:  The  LIS  staff  developed,  and  main¬ 
tains  for  the  Intergovernmental  Cooperation  Commission,  a  system  that  tracks 
state  agency  requests  for  federal  grants  from  the  time  the  grant  is  applied 
for  until  final  distribution.  An  inquiry  system  has  also  been  developed  to  allow 
all  LIS  legislative  and  state  agency  users  to  inquire  on  summary  information. 
The  System  provides  a  variety  of  reports  for  the  Commission  and  the  Appro¬ 
priation  Committee  staffs. 

Appropriation  Tracking  Program:  The  LIS  staff  has  developed,  main¬ 
tains  and  updates  the  Appropriation  Bill  Tracking  System.  Illinois  utilizes 
a  system  of  appropriation  bills  that  involves  the  introduction  of  one  bill  for 
each  agency  and  later  in  the  process  the  possibility  of  consolidation  of  several 
agencies  into  one  bill.  The  system  was  developed  to  track  each  bill  as  it  pro¬ 
gresses  through  the  system  and  to  update  the  appropriation  figures.  Summary 
reports  are  provided  on-line  to  all  LIS  Legislative  and  state  agency  users  with 
a  variety  of  reports  and  a  more  detailed  on-line  inquiry  available  to  the  Appro¬ 
priations  Committees. 

Financial  Management  Program:  The  LIS  staff  converted  an  expendi¬ 
ture  data  base  developed  by  an  outside  vendor  for  use  on  the  legislative  com¬ 
puter  and  developed  an  inquiry  program  that  allows  the  Appropriation  Staffs 
to  inquire  on-line  on  agency  expenditures  by  fund  and  line  item  from  FY76 
through  the  present  month.  Various  specialized  reports  are  also  available. 

Transcription  Index  (House)  Program:  LIS  developed  and  maintains 
a  program  which  enables  the  House  of  Representatives  to  develop  an  index 
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of  its  transcripts  of  the  House  Floor  Debates  for  use  in  locating  debates  on 
various  issues. 

LRB  Log  Program:  LIS  developed  and  maintains  a  program  for  the 
Reference  Bureau  that  allows  the  logging-in  and  tracking  of  all  requests  for 
bill,  amendment  and  resolution  drafting.  The  program  provides  management 
reports  as  well  as  inquiry  capability. 

LRB  Digest  Program:  LIS  developed  and  maintains  several  programs 
that  build  the  data  bases  for  special  sections  of  the  weekly  publication  of  the 
Synopsis  and  Digest.  The  programs  develop  the  subject  index  and  statutes 
affected.  All  other  information  in  the  Digest  is  compiled  from  the  other  Bill 
Status  data  bases. 

Report  Production:  LIS  has  developed  and  continues  to  develop  and 
maintain  a  wide  range  of  reports  that  are  generally  available  in  the  Capitol 
Building  and  at  the  LIS  offices  in  the  Stratton  Building.  Some  reports  are 
automatically  distributed  every  session  morning  or  weekly  as  required  and 
others  are  available  on  request.  The  type  of  reports  range  from  information 
reports  on  bill  status  to  management  reports  used  for  the  control  of  work 
flow. 


TEXT  PROCESSING 

Text  Processing  consists  of  those  applications  developed  for  our  Text  Proc¬ 
essing  software.  LIS  in  conjunction  with  our  users,  has  developed  and  provides 
support  for  the  following  applications: 

Bill  Drafting:  Requests  for  bills,  amendments  and/or  resolutions  are 
drafted  on  the  Text  Processing  System.  When  introduced  the  documents  are 
available  to  the  chamber  of  introduction  for  processing.  LIS  maintains  the 
programs  and  provides  training  and  other  support  for  this  application. 

Statutory  Retrieval:  LIS  in  conjunction  with  the  Legislative  Reference 
Bureau  maintains  an  updated  copy  of  the  Statutes  on  our  data  base.  This 
application  allows  for  the  retrieval  of  this  material  to  assist  in  the  bill  drafting 
process. 

'  Statute  Update:  LIS  has  the  capability  of  periodically  updating  the 
Statute  data  base  to  assure  the  data  base  reflects  the  current  statutes.  The 
Legislative  Reference  Bureau  prepares  the  documents  for  update  and  the  com¬ 
puter  programs  provide  the  updating. 

Statute  Search:  LIS  maintains  programs  to  allow  the  Legislative  Refer¬ 
ence  Bureau  to  conduct  key  word  or  phrase  searches  of  the  Statutes  Data 
Base. 

Journal  Writing:  LIS  maintains  programming  and  provides  training 
and  and  other  support  to  allow  the  House  and  Senate  Journal  Departments 
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to  compile  the  daily  Journals  of  the  respective  chamber  and  to  index  those 
Journals  using  the  Text  Processing  software.  Roll  Calls  are  captured  from 
the  electronic  voting  boards  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  and  are  made 
available  for  Journal  writing  in  the  formats  required  by  each  chamber. 

Enrolling  and  Engrossing:  LIS  maintains  programs  and  provides  train¬ 
ing  and  other  support  to  allow  the  House  and  Senate  Enrolling  and  Engrossing 
Departments  to  process  the  bills  and  resolutions,  incorporate  amendments  and 
prepare  final  copies  of  bills  passed  by  both  chambers  for  transmittal  to  the 
Governor. 

Debate  Transcription:  LIS  maintains  programs  and  provides  training 
and  other  support  to  allow  the  House  and  Senate  Transcription  Departments 
to  transcribe  the  floor  debates  of  each  chamber  as  required  by  the  Illinois 
Constitution. 

Administrative  Code:  LIS  maintains  the  programs  and  provides  the 
training  and  other  support  necessary  for  the  development  and  updating  of 
the  Illinois  Administrative  Code  data  base.  This  includes  entry  of  information 
into  the  data  base,  updating  the  data  base  and  drafting  of  amendments  for 
state  agencies. 

Staff  Uses:  LIS  maintains  the  programs  and  provides  the  training  and 
other  support  to  the  Senate  Democratic  Staff  in  its  use  of  the  Text  Processing 
System  for  bill  analysis,  recommendations  and  amendments. 

PHOTOCOMPOSITION 

Photocomposition  is  the  use  of  information  stored  in  the  computer  to  pro¬ 
duce  typeset  copy  for  use  in  the  publication  of  documents.  Using  the  computer 
programs  maintained  by  LIS  the  computer  can  typeset  material  producing 
the  final  product  on  photographic  paper  without  the  necessity  of  re-entering 
or  manually  typesetting  the  copy.  The  Photocomposition  area  supports  the 
following  applications: 

House  and  Senate  Calendars:  The  calendars  are  compiled  using  our 
calendar  maintenance  programs  and  are  photocomposed  and  sent  to  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Council  for  printing. 

House  and  Senate  Bills:  As  the  bills  are  introduced  the  bill  numbers 
and  sponsors  are  added  by  the  chamber  of  origin  and  they  are  released  to 
the  Photocomposition  Section  to  be  electronically  typeset  and  returned  to  the 
chamber  of  origin  for  transmittal  to  an  outside  vendor  for  printing. 

Administrative  Rules:  LIS  provides  a  service  to  all  state  agencies  to 
provide  copies  of  rules  proposed  for  publication  in  the  Illinois  Register,  rules 
adopted  for  publication  in  the  Illinois  Register  and  rules  adopted  for  filing 
with  the  Secretary  of  State.  In  addition,  LIS  provides  copies  of  its  Administra¬ 
tive  Code  in  publication  form  as  provided  by  its  statutes.  Photocomposition 
is  used  to  accomplish  all  of  these  applications. 
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Legislative  Handbook:  LIS  in  conjunction  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  prepares  the  Legislative  Handbook  for  publi¬ 
cation  providing  camera-ready  copy  for  the  outside  vendor  printing  the  publi¬ 
cation. 

Session  Laws:  In  conjunction  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  LIS  prepares 
the  Session  Laws  for  publication  and  provides  camera-ready  copy  to  the  out¬ 
side  vendor  for  printing  of  the  publication. 

Final  House  and  Senate  Journals:  In  conjunction  with  the  Secretary 
of  State,  Clerk  of  the  House  and  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  LIS  prepares  the 
Final  House  and  Senate  Journals  for  publication  and  provides  camera-ready 
copy  to  the  outside  vendor  for  printing  of  the  publication. 

Special  Projects:  LIS  cooperates  with  all  legislative  agencies  in  prepar¬ 
ing  documents  for  publication.  Examples  include  such  documents  as  the  Audi¬ 
tor  General's  and  the  Legislative  Audit  Commission’s  Annual  Reports,  the 
House  and  Senate  Rules  publications  and  this  report. 
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ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


The  Legislative  Information  System  was  created  as  a  service  agency  for 
the  General  Assembly.  As  such,  it  must  depend  on  a  close  and  harmonious 
relationship  with  its  sister  legislative  agencies.  The  accomplishments  of  the 
System  over  the  past  two  years  are  a  direct  result  of  that  cooperation  and 
the  combined  efforts  to  develop  applications  that  benefit  the  General  Assembly 
and  the  people  of  Illinois. 

The  accomplishments  of.  the  System  in  calendar  years  1981  and  1982  can 
be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  Operations  and  Systems:  In  1981,  the  computer  facility  was  enlarged 
to  accommodate  new  Photocomposition  equipment  and  the  increased 
need  for  disk  storage. 

In  1982,  a  study  was  completed  to  evaluate  the  computer  needs 
for  the  next  several  years.  The  study  resulted  in  a  recommendation 
to  the  LIS  Board  for  the  acquisition  of  additional  computer  capacity. 

A  study  was  also  completed  on  the  LIS  report  production  process 
which  resulted  in  closer  cooperation  between  LIS  and  the  Legislative 
Council  Printing  Unit. 

LIS  developed  the  capability  and  implemented  the  program  that 
allowed  a  TTY  terminal  to  access  the  LIS  Bill  Status  System.  Since 
the  TTY  teleprocessing  protocol  is  almost  universally  supported  on 
the  personal  computers  and  wordprocessors,  the  implementation  of 
this  new  teleprocessing  protocol  opened  access  to  the  system  to  a 
broad  spectrum  of  computer  terminals. 

LIS  installed  new  software  that  provided  the  LIS  programming 
staff  and  other  Legislative  Users  the  ability  to  write  or  modify  their 
own  programs  on-line  and  to  submit  those  programs  without  having 
to  leave  their  desks. 

LIS  installed  a  new  computerized  security  system  for  the  Com¬ 
puter  Facility  area.  This  access  system  is  designed  to  provide  the 
security  necessary  for  a  computer  facility  of  the  type  operated  by 
LIS. 

In  order  to  provide  the  redundancy  necessary  to  maintain  com¬ 
puter  operations  LIS  installed  a  new  tape  drive  configuration  to  elimi¬ 
nate  the  possibility  of  system  outage  due  to  the  loss  of  one  path  or 
one  tape  control  unit. 

2.  Photocomposition:  In  1981,  the  photocomposition  section  installed  a 
second  APS-5  typesetter  and  a  second  processor  to  provide  the  redun¬ 
dancy  necessary  if  something  happened  to  the  primary  processor  or 
typesetter. 
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LIS  in  conjunction  with  the  Secretary  of  State  began  providing 
camera-ready  copy  for  the  Illinois  Session  Laws  resulting  in  an  esti¬ 
mated  savings  of  $60,000  in  printing  costs  or  a  50%  savings  in  the 
typsetting  of  this  publication. 

In  1982  there  was  an  increasing  use  of  the  capabilities  including 
the  photocomposition  of  specific  statutes  for  publications  of  various 
state  agencies. 

3.  Programming:  During  this  time  period  new  programs  for  Federal 
Grant  Tracking  and  Mailing  Label  applications  were  developed.  Also 
enhancements  to  the  Bill  Status  System  were  implemented,  the  Prop¬ 
erty  Control  programs  were  re-written  and  the  Financial  Manage¬ 
ment  System  developed. 

4.  Staff  Services:  During  this  time  period  the  Outside  User  Program 
has  been  expanded  and  the  ability  to  use  the  TTY  teleprocessing  pro¬ 
tocol.  A  quarterly  newsletter  has  been  developed  to  inform  all  LIS 
users  of  changes  or  enhancements  in  programs  and  the  number  and 
quality  of  reports  has  been  increased. 

5.  Text  Processing:  The  Text  Processing  System  has  been  expanded  to 
include  both  House  and  Senate  debate  transcription  applications.  The 
Administrative  Code  project  is  proceeding  according  to  schedule  with 
approximately  one-half  of  the  rules  codified  at  the  end  of  1982.  The 
IBM  Series/1  computer  now  captures  the  roll  calls  from  both  the 
House  and  Senate  Vote  boards  and  reformats  the  information  for  use 
in  the  Journal  writing  application.  The  Senate  Democratic  Appropria¬ 
tion  Committee  Staff  began  full  utilization  of  the  Text  Processing 
System  for  Bill  Analysis  and  Appropriation  Amendments. 
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MULTI-YEAR  PLAN 


This  section  presents  the  multi-year  plan  adopted  in  1980  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Information  System  Board  which  is  updated  annually  as  a  part  of  the 
budget  process.  This  plan  is  designed  to  provide  a  set  of  guidelines  for  the 
LIS  staff  in  the  areas  of  capacity  planning,  application  program  development 
and  services  provided  the  users  of  the  System. 

It  is  the  result  of  a  process  that  included  a  Marketing  Survey  of  the  users 
of  the  System  and  a  planning  session  that  involved  Board  members,  Advisory 
Committee  members  and  LIS  staff.  The  resulting  plan  was  reviewed  by  the 
Advisory  Committee  and  approved  by  the  LIS  Board. 

The  plan  consists  of  a  mission  statement  that  provides  a  general  state¬ 
ment  of  LIS  goals.  From  this  statement  several  objectives  have  been  developed 
that  narrow  the  scope  of  the  mission  statement.  Finally,  the  objectives  are 
then  used  to  develop  a  fiscal  year  work  plan.  This  work  plan  details  major 
accomplishments  in  fiscal  years  1981  and  1982,  the  major  activities  for  fiscal 
year  1983  and  the  major  activities  planned  for  fiscal  years  1984, 1985  and  1986. 

Please  note  that  due  to  the  necessity  of  combining  the  planning  process 
and  the  appropriation  process  the  Multi-year  Plan  is  tied  to  the  fiscal  year 
rather  than  the  calendar  year  which  is  the  basis  for  the  remainder  of  this 
report.  We  hope  that  this  change  in  time  period  will  not  be  confusing. 

1.  MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Legislative  System  is  to: 

A.  Provide  the  necessary  support  to  automate  the  operations  of  the 
General  Assembly; 

B.  Collect,  organize  and  provide  the  necessary  information  in  a 
timely  fashion  to  assist  the  Legislative  Branch  in  making 
informed  decisions; 

C.  Provide  a  vehicle  to  oversee  the  Executive  Branch’s  implementa¬ 
tion  of  those  decisions;  and 

D.  Provide  information  to  be  used  by  the  public  to  be  informed  of 
the  operations  of  the  General  Assembly. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  statement  the  term  “Legislative  Branch”  is  defined 
as  the  General  Assembly,  its  committees,  staffs,  commissions,  boards  and 
bureaus.  The  term  “General  Assembly”  is  defined  as  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives. 

2.  OBJECTIVES 

In  keeping  with  the  general  intent  of  the  mission  statement  for  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Information  System  the  following  objectives  have  been  developed. 
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A.  Maintain  the  Bill  Status  System  and  provide  reports  for  the  Clerk 
of  the  House,  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Legislative  Refer¬ 
ence  Bureau. 

B.  Maintain  the  text  processing  support  for  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau. 

C.  Provide  the  programming  and  computer  support  required  by  the 
legislative  staffs,  committees  and  commissions  to  achieve  their 
responsibilities. 

D.  Maintain  and  provide  the  information  required  by  the  Legislative 
Branch,  for  its  normal  operations. 

E.  Maintain  the  support  necessary  to  assure  that  General  Assembly 
printing  is  accomplished  in  an  efficient,  effective  and  timely  man¬ 
ner. 

F.  Maintain  the  support  necessary  to  maintain  the  Administrative 
Rules  data  base. 

G.  Provide  information  to  the  public  on  the  operation  of  the  General 
Assembly.

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SYSTEM  ORGANIZATION 


The  System  is  composed  of  four  members  of  the  Senate,  two  appointed 
by  the  President  and  two  appointed  by  the  Minority  Leader  and  four  members 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  t>vo  appointed  by  the  Speaker  and  two 
appointed  by  the  Minority  Leader.  The  President  and  Minority  Leader  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Speaker  and  Minority  Leader  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  the  System.  The  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  serve  as  non-voting  ex-officio  members. 

In  addition,  the  System  has  created  a  twelve  member  Advisory  Committee 
consisting  of  eight  legislative  staff  assistants,  two  each  appointed  by  the 
Speaker  and  by  the  Minority  Leader  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
President  and  Minority  Leader  of  the  Senate  (at  least  one  of  the  appointments 
by  each  Legislative  Leader  must  be  from  the  staff  of  the  Appropriations 
Committees)  and  one  professional  staff  member  appointed  from  each  of  the 
Legislative  Reference  Bureau,  Intergovernmental  Cooperation  Commission 
and  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Legislative 
Information  System.  The  responsibility  of  the  Advisory  Committee  is  to  assist 
the  System  in  the  conceptualization,  design  and  implementation  of  the  applica¬ 
tions  considered  or  adopted  by  the  System. 

The  organization  chart  on  the  following  page,  summarizes  the  staff  orga¬ 
nization  of  the  Legislative  Information  System.  This  organization  was  adopted 
by  the  System  in  September  1980,  and  is  designed  to  highlight  the  functional 
responsibilities  and  the  interrelationship  of  those  responsibilities.

TYPES  OF  LIS  USERS 

The  Legislative  Information  System  supports  three  distinct  types  of  users 
as  provided  in  the  LIS  rules  “Access  To  Legislative  Information  System 
Information”,  3  Ill  Adm  Code  600. 

General  Assembly  Agencies  are  defined  as  the  Illinois  General  Assem¬ 
bly,  its  committees,  boards,  bureaus  and  commissions. 

State  Agencies  are  defined  as  Departments,  Boards,  Commissions  of 
the  Executive  Branch  and  Judicial  Branch  of  government  who  are 
annually  appropriated  funds  for  their  operations  by  the  Illinois  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly. 

Outside  Users  are  defined  as  all  other  governmental  entities,  orga¬ 
nizations  and  private  persons  requesting  access  to  LIS  information. 

SERVICES  AVAILABLE 

General  Assembly  agencies  are  provided  the  terminal  and  computer  sup¬ 
port  necessary  for  their  operations  at  no  cost.  The  General  Assembly  and  the 
Legislative  Management  Agencies  are  provided  the  hardware  at  no  charge 
with  the  remaining  legislative  agencies  providing  their  own  hardware. 

State  Agencies  are  provided  access  to  our  Bill  Status  System  through  a 
link  with  the  Executive  Computer  Facility  or  through  dial-up  capabilities  at 
no  cost  to  the  agency.  Any  State  Agency  that  uses  the  Executive  Computer 
Facility  can  also  gain  access  to  the  LIS  Bill  Status  System. 

Outside  Users  are  provided  access  to  the  Bill  Status  System  upon  payment 
of  an  annual  subscription  fee.  During  1981  and  1982  that  fee  was  $550.  Access 
is  provided  in  the  dial-up  mode  and  the  user  must  provide  their  own  equip¬ 
ment. 

A  second  Outsider  User  Program  is  the  LIS  Report  Subscription  Program 
which  provides,  for  an  annual  fee,  copies  of  our  weekly  status  reports.  These 
reports  are  mailed  to  subscribers  every  Monday  morning  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  is  in  session.

Appendix  A  —  LIS  STATUTES 
Illinois  Revised  Statutes 
Chapter  63,  par.  42.11-42.18 


An  Act  in  relation  to  a  Legislative  Information  System. 

Sec.  1.  There  is  created  the  Legislative  Information  System,  referred  to 
in  this  Act  as  the  “System”,  composed  of  4  members  of  the  Senate,  2  appointed 
by  the  President  and  2  appointed  by  the  Minority  Leader,  and  4  members 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  2  appointed  by  the  Speaker  and  2  appointed 
by  the  Minority  Leader  and  the  members,  ex  officio,  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  President  and  the  Minority  Leader  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  and 
the  Minority  Leader  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  serve  as  ex-officio 
members  of  the  System.  The  Secretary  and  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Clerk  and  the  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House  are  non-voting, 
ex  officio,  members  of  the  Legislative  Information  System. 

Appointed  members  shall  serve  for  a  2  year  term  expiring  on  July  1  in 
the  odd-numbered  year  next  succeeding  that  in  which  they  are  appointed  and 
until  their  successors  are  appointed.  Initial  appointments  shall  be  made  within 
30  days  of  the  date  this  Act  takes  effect.  Appointments  thereafter  shall  be 
made  in  June  of  each  odd-numbered  year.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  like 
manner  as  original  appointments,  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  2.  Within  30  days  after  the  making  of  appointments,  the  System 
shall  meet  and  organize  by  electing  a  chairman  and  vice-chairman  and  pre¬ 
scribe  its  rules  of  procedure. 

The  System  shall  meet  at  least  4  times  a  year,  once  each  quarter,  and 
at  other  times  on  the  call  of  the  chairman  or  of  any  3  members.  Seven  voting 
members  of  the  System  constitutes  a  quorum. 

Members  of  the  System  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  their  reasonable  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  their  duties  under  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  The  System  shall  appoint  and  fix  the  compensation  of  an  executive 
director  and  of  such  other  employees  as  it  considers  necessary  or  desirable 
to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  furnish  the  System  with  suitable 
office  space  in  the  State  Capitol,  situated  in  a  location  convenient  to  the  cham¬ 
bers  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall,  as  State  librarian,  cooperate  with  the  System 
by  making  accessible  to  the  System  the  library  collection  and  providing,  on 
a  loan  basis,  such  books,  periodicals  and  other  materials  as  relate  to  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  Act. 
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Sec.  5.  The  System  has  the  duties  enumerated  in  Sections  5.01  through 


5.07. 


Sec.  5.01.  To  establish  offices  of  the  System,  to  be  open  during  normal 
business  hours  of  State  offices  and  at  all  times  when  either  house  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  is  in  session  and  there  to  provide  such  written  and  printed 
materials  and  other  services  related  to  the  purposes  of  this  Act  as  the  General 
Assembly  may  require. 

Sec.  5.02.  To  review  and  coordinate  the  use  of  electronic  data  processing, 
microfilm  or  audiovisual  techniques,  or  any  combination  thereof,  for  recording, 
storing,  processing,  transmitting,  retrieving,  reproducing  or  printing  informa¬ 
tion  for  legislative  purposes. 

Sec.  5.03.  To  study  and  make  recommendations  concerning  application 
of  the  techniques  described  in  Section  5.02  to: 

(a)  the  preparation,  drafting  and  printing  of  bills,  of  amendments  and 
resolutions  and  of  other  legislative  documents; 

(b)  the  performance  of  the  enrolling  and  engrossing  functions; 

(c)  compilation  and  publication  of  the  session  laws; 

(d)  preparation  and  publication  of  an  official  revision  of  the  statutes; 

(e)  preparation  and  publication  of  legislative  journals  and  calendars; 

(f)  preparation,  retrieval  and  publication  of  legislative  summaries, 
digests,  synopses  and  status  reports; 

(g)  the  recording  and  reporting  of  the  proceedings  of  legislative  commit¬ 
tees,  boards,  commissions  and  other  bodies;  and 

(h)  the  accumulation  and  analysis  of  fiscal,  economic,  population,  social 
and  related  data  for  legislative  research  purposes. 

Sec.  5.04.  To  the  extent  of  appropriations  made  for  that  purpose,  to 
implement  the  recommendations  made  under  Section  5.03. 

Sec.  5.05.  To  provide  such  technical  services,  computer  time,  program¬ 
ming  and  systems,  input-output  devices  and  all  necessary,  related  equipment, 
supplies  and  services  as  are  required  for  data  processing  applications  by  the 
Legislative  Reference  Bureau,  the  Legislative  Council,  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  in  performing  their  respec¬ 
tive  duties  for  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  5.06.  To  the  extent  of  appropriations  made  for  that  purpose,  to  pro¬ 
vide  other  data  processing  services  for  the  General  Assembly  and  its  commit¬ 
tees,  boards,  bureaus  and  commissions. 

Sec.  5.07.  To  make  a  biennial  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  by  April 
1  of  each  odd-numbered  year,  summarizing  its  accomplishments  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  2  years  and  its  recommendations,  including  any  proposed  legislation 
it  considers  necessary  or  desirable  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 
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Sec.  5.08.  To  maintain  on  its  electronic  data  processing  equipment  the 
complete  text  of  the  rules  adopted  in  compliance  with  the  codification  system 
prescribed  by  Section  7  of  “The  Illinois  Administrative  Procedure  Act”,  as 
now  or  hereafter  amended;  to  cooperate  with  the  Secretary  of  State  in  making 
such  computerized  text  available  for  use  in  publication  of  the  Illinois  Register 
and  Illinois  Administrative  Code;  and  to  periodically,  until  October  1,  1984, 
supply  copies  of  such  text  to  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  General 
Assembly  and  its  committees  and  commissions,  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Administrative  Rules,  agencies  of  state  government,  and  the  Cook  County  Law 
Library.  Equipment,  programs,  training  and  support  necessary  to  maintain 
this  system  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Legislative  Information  System. 

Sec.  6.  The  System  may  make  the  computer  systems  under  its  jurisdic¬ 
tion  available  for  use  by  private  persons  or  governmental  entities  or  agencies, 
other  than  those  legislative  users  specified  in  Section  5.06,  if: 

(a)  such  availability  in  no  way  reduces  the  quality  of  service  available 
to  and  required  under  this  Act  for  legislative  users; 

(b)  the  System,  by  resolution  adopts  rules  and  conditions  regarding  the 
offering  of  such  services  and  specifies  the  charges  to  be  made  therefor;  and 

(c)  the  System  collects  the  appropriate  charges  for  the  services  rendered 
and  pays  those  amounts  over  to  the  State  Treasurer  for  deposit  in  the  State 
Treasury. 

Sec.  7.  The  System  may  request  and  shall  be  afforded  the  cooperation 
of  all  other  State  agencies,  executive,  legislative  or  judicial,  in  the  gathering 
of  information  and  its  applications  to  accomplishing  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  8.  The  System  may  utilize  the  services  of  an  advisory  committee 
for  conceptualization,  design  and  implementation  of  applications  considered 
or  adopted  by  the  System.  The  advisory  committee  shall  be  comprised  of  (a) 
8  legislative  staff  assistants,  2  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  2  by  the  Minority  Leader  thereof,  2  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate  and  2  by  the  Minority  Leader  thereof,  but  at  least  one  of  the 
appointments  by  each  legislative  leader  must  be  from  the  staff  of  legislative 
appropriation  committees;  (b)  one  professional  staff  member  from  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Reference  Bureau,  appointed  by  the  Executive  Secretary  thereof;  one 
from  the  Legislative  Council,  appointed  by  the  Research  Director  thereof  and 
one  from  the  Intergovernmental  Cooperation  Commission,  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Director  thereof  and  (c)  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Legislative 
Information  System,  who  shall  serve  as  temporary  chairman  of  the  advisory 
committee  until  a  permanent  chairman  is  chosen  from  among  its  members. 
Members  of  the  advisory  committee  shall  have  no  vote  on  the  Joint  Committee.
